Monetary Proposals 


In die year ahead before the members of 
the International Monetary 
Fund 
come 
together again to act on proposals to correct 
the free world’s monetary problems, there 
will be many private and public opportunities 
to explore specific proposals. One plan which 
will receive much attention is the compre­ 
hensive reform proposal submitted to the 
recent IM F meeting by the United States 
The plan, although it contained many 
surprises, was well received by most of the 
nations represented. Two of the main points 
require deep analysis. They could effect 
dramatic reforms in the U. S. monetary 
position. 
; One was the suggestion 
that Special 
Drawing Rights, or “ paper gold,” be assigned 
f greater role as an international reserve 


currency. This would have the effect of not 
only relegating gold to a lesser importance, 
which theU. S. favors, but lowering the status 
of the American dollar as well. 


The second point is probably the most 
controversial one in the American plan. It 
would impose IM F sanctions against coun­ 
tries which take no steps to prevent their 
reserve surpluses or deficits from ranging 
beyond certain limits 


While this provision might apply to the 
current surpluses of the Japanese, it might 
also apply to deficits the United States has 
been running for an extended time. The 
question now is academic. 
It could be profound if the sanctions were in 
effect.

Gate Arrival' to Help 


Getting there is definitely not half the fun, 
as any seasoned air traveler can attest. 
As air transportation has grown and air­ 
ports have expanded, the problem is not just 
getting to the airport but to the airplane itself. 
Any plane within a half-mile of the ticket 
counter is close. 


They’ve done something about it in Kansas 
City, where a new $250-million airport goes 
into operation in November. 


A design concept called “ gate arrival” 
shortens to about 300 feet the distance from 
parked car to parked airplane. Instead of a 
main terminal building with long concourses 
extending fingerlike out to the plane, there is 
a cluster of one-level, C-shaped buildings in a 
triangle formation. 


A passenger can drive into and park in the 
open center of whichever C his plane is 
departing from. Planes are positioned on the 
outer perimeter of each building. In 33 steps 
from the terminal entrance — the width, not 
the length, of the terminal—he’s checked in 
and boarding the plane. 


It’s possible, airport officials say, that a 
passenger embarking on one of the huge 
jumbo jets may walk farther to his seat after 
he enters the plane than he did through the 
terminal. 


Canada and U.S. El ections

election — or nonelection, as 
it turned out — a week before 
our own election suggests 
that 
the 
United 
States 
presidential 
system is noti 
as 
bad 
as 
some 
critics! 
paint it. 
Although 
Prime 
Minister 
Pierre 
Trudeau 
and 
his 
Liberal 
party actually 
l o s t 
t he 
election 
by 
failing to win a majority of 
the 264 seats in Canada’s 
House of Commons, winding 
up with a 109-109 tie with the 
Progressive Conservative 
party, 
Trudeau 
remains 
prime minister — iust barely 
and just temporarily, until he 
either calls new elections or 
loses a vote of confidence in 
the House. 


IN 
TH E 
meantime, 
however, effective governing 
by the Liberals will depend 
upon the support of the two 
minority parties — the New 
Democrats with 30 seats and 


the 
Quebec-based Social 
Credit party, with 15 seats. 
The minorities, especially 
the New Democrats, thus 
have a powerful say-so over 
programs they don’t like, 
whether 
proposed 
by 
the 
Liberals or 
by 
the 
Con­ 
servatives. 
In the United States, we 
definitely get 
a 
president 
e v e r y 
q u a d re n n iu m , 
regardless of how the parties 
fare in 
the congressional 
races. The man who wins the 
election, no matter how slim 
his popular or Electoral 
College majority may be, is 
president for the next four 
years as certainly as the man 
who wins by a landslide. 
True, a candidate can be. 
and 
has 
been, 
elected 
president while his own party 
loses or fails to win control of 
Congress, as Richard Nixon 
well 
knows. This 
puts 
a 
checkrein on a president’s 
ability to govern, similar to a 
Canadian prime minister’s 
lack of a clear parliamentary 
majority, and 
necessitates 
compromises and deals and 
shifting 
coalitions 
in 
Congress among the various 
factions that make up the two 
major parties. 


BUT ANOTHER 
plus of 


the U. S. system is that it has 
encouraged the development 
of 
two 
overwhelmingly 
dominant political parties. To 
have 
any 
voice 
at 
all, 
minority movements have 
had to work within the ranks 
of either the Democrats or 
the Republicans. 
This has. in general, tended 
both to dampen political 
excesses and to broaden the 
representation of the major 
parties, as well as to insure 
the nation against sudden and 
radical shifts to the right or 
left in any one election. 
Not that we don’t get “ do- 
nothing” Congresses. Not 
that needed changes are not 
sometimes stalled by status 
quo-protecting 
majorities. 
But we don’t get the kind of 
situation where sand can be 
thrown in the legislative 
gears by a splinter party 
exercising a veto over the will 
of the majority. 
At any rate, the poor 
Canadian voter may very 
well have to go through the 
whole business of a national 
election again next year, or 
sooner 
The American voter can 
relax until 1976, or at least 
until 1974, when the next 
congressional elections will 
be held

No Change In Communism

statement coming out of the 
conference was this: 
“ International 
Commu­ 
nism, including the USSR and 
Red China, has not aban­ 
doned and will never abandbn 
its goal — the imposition of 
Communist 
dictatorships 
over all countries in 
the 
world. The contradiction and 
hostility 
between 
Com­ 
munism 
and 
democracy 
cannot 
be 
resolved 
by 
negotiation. The unavoidable 
confrontation 
between 
freedom and tyranny will be 
ended only at the time when 
Communist tyrannies are 
overthrown.” 
THIS 
FLAT 
statement, 
arrived at in deliberative 
conferences among the best 
authorities in the world on 
World Communism, is the 
more important because at 
the present time people in 
most of the free countries of 
the world are letting down 
their guard in the belief that 
Communists are 
changing 
their stripes. They aren’t. 
There is no hard evidence 
that 
the Communists 
are 


forsaking their goal of world 
domination. Even President 
Nixon, after concluding the 
r e c e n t 
a r m a m e n t 
agreements 
with 
USSR, 
cautioned that they had not 
changed 
in 
their 
basic 
ideology and goals. Yet many 
people throughout the world, 
and particularly in America, 
so desperately want to see the 
evils 
of 
Communism 
dissipated they believe that 
the process has begun. This is 
wishful thinking and can be 
dangerous. 
I ATTENDED 
the World 
Anti-Communist Conference. 
Most of the sessions were in 
the Christopher Columbus 
Hotel. 
There 
were 
400 
delegates and observers from 
all over the world. 
In addition to myself, the 
following 
Americans 
at­ 
tended:

School Truancy Cut BERRY'S WORLD 


Establishment of a referee 
program to hear cases of ex­ 
cessive absence and first- 
time truancy cases has been 
“ a tremendous success” at 
East Liverpool High School 
with the average daily at­ 
tendance jumping from 89 
per cent all of last year to 94 
per cent during the first six 
weeks of the current term. 
Juvenile Judge Louis Tobin 
has been advised by school 
officials 
PRIN C IPA L R A. Mere 
ditch and R. F. Shaffer, vice 
principal, praised the work of 
Probation Officer Art Lynch 
for his work with the program 
and “ strongly urged” that 
those students cited to juve­ 
nile court be dealt with as 
promptly as possible. 
“ We feel this action will 
give the program the teeth it 
needs to insure its success,” 
Judge Tobin was told. 
The school officials also 
asked the judge for the con­ 
tinued use of Lynch’s service 
on a regular basis until the 
attendance pattern stabilizes 
at 
its current percentage 
level. 
Since truancy and exces­ 
sive absence often are Indica­ 


tions of more severe prob­ 
lems affecting the student 
and his family, the school 
officials said Lynch has com­ 
mented several times the 
program aids him by keeping 
him in touch with former and 
current probation cases as 
well as tipping him off to po­ 
tential juvenile delinquency. 
COMPARING 
attendance 
figures for the first six weeks 
this year with the same pe­ 
riod iast year, statistics show 
approximately 700 less days 
of absence for boys and 300 
fewer days for girls. 
The school officials noted 
the average daily attendance 
in public schools ranges from 
80 to 85 per cent while private 
high schools usually have a 94 
to % per • cent attendance 
average. 
Lynch has neard 81 individ­ 
ual cases, 44 for excessive ab­ 
sence and 37 have been initial 
truancy cases. 
Five have beer, recom­ 
mended for citation directly 
into juvenile court for not 
showing up at a session, and 
four for continued truancy 
and-or excessive absence, 
after being warned against 
such behavior.

There is a terrible lack of 
caring among many in this 
society.

AS TH ER E

has put it better than did 
Garry Willis, the columnist, 
when he spoke of the broken 
bonds of “ social affection.” 
We will not begin to move 
back, in the full sense, toward 
our greatness as a people 
until we recover our wish to 
care, to do well, and to 
behave well. We have a long 
way to go. With people 
pofconing candy and planting 
razor blades in apples, we 
have even robbed Halloween 
of its playfulness. 
How will recovery start? 
Clearly we need leaders who 
can really touch us, in our 
inner selves, with appeals to 
be better than our best, to 
reach out with renewed af­ 
fection toward others. 
Will we respond? With our 
abrasive numbers growing 
we do not have much time to 
save ourselves by turning 
about.

Such an ao rta 
is so metimes called a “ glass 
ao rta” and it shatters o n 
attempted incisio n and it is 
impo ssible to suture suc­ 
cessfully . 


I WOULD suggest that y o u
